of the National Com- 
mittee for Religious Re- 
every at the Murray 
Hill Hotel in New York, 
at which Bainbridge Col- 
by, secretary of state under Wilson, 
was the principal speaker, a diversi- 
fied program to “sell” a return to 
religion and church-going was begun. 
The plan adopted will include news- 
paper advertising, radio programs, 
display advertisements, house-to- 
house canvassing, and the stirring up 
of the clergy, according to Howard 
Kiroack, executive secretary of the 
committee, who announced the pro- 
gram. 


The need for such a program was 
hailed by Mr. Colby, who said, “In 
the city in which we live is there any 
form of vulgarity, of immorality, 
that is not flaunted on our highways, 
that is not flaunted in our press, ex- 
hibited to our children in their homes? 
It almost looks as if there had been 
acomplete inversion of the thinking 
and of the standards, and as if we had 
elevated the basest into the position 
which should be occupied by only the 
best.” Speaking of the clergy, Mr. 
Colby said, “We need some man who 
has the resources of genius and the 
fire and anger of the crusader, to 
wield the whip of knotted cords, as 
was done by Jesus in the temple. Our 
Father’s house is no longer a house

_ We need some man with excoriat- 
ing utterance, with blistering tongue,

and those who are concerned with the 
theatre. The salutation of the attack 
read: “Menaces, cads, bounders, 
sniggerers, innuendoists, pornocrats, 
garbage mongers, purveyors of im- 
purities, venders of vice, sewer rats, 
blowflies, carrion crows, maggots, 
hookworms of salacity, and literary 
lepers.” 

That’s quite a statement for Mr. 
Douglas to make, and it is very sig- 
nificant that Mr. Colby says that. he 
means the same type of people in the 
church. Let me analyze this Move- 
ment for a few moments—perhaps I 
can show Mr. Colby and the church 
what the trouble is, and what the 
remedy is. I do not believe the trouble 
will be recognized, nor the remedy 
used; but if I point out both, then my 
skirts are clean, and I have done my 
duty. One word Mr. Colby used gives 
me the license to write this article, 
and that is the word “destroy.” He 
says the church needs a man who can, 
among other things, destroy some 
things, and in that he is perfectly 
correct. If this National Committee 
for Religious Recovery needs a man 
who, to quote their own words, “has 
the resources of a genius and the fire 
and anger of the crusader to wield the 
whip of knotted cords,” I believe I 
know where that man can be found, 
and you won’t have to go outside of 
Moscow, Idaho, to find him. Whether 
or not this Committee really means 
business is quite another thing. 


In the first place, it is a waste of 
time and money to try to “sell” peo- 
ple on the idea of going to church, 
and regardless of the amount of 
money spent and the methods used, 
their efforts will fail as long as the 
church attempts to continue the asin- 
ine and pagan story of God, which 
story it has tried to tell ever since 
the inception of the Christian church, 


400 years ago. 


The churches have ra- 
dio programs now on the 
air—it is full of them 
every Sunday, yet what 
good do they do? Think- 
ing Americans are not 
interested in them, and they are 
tuned out by the vast majority as soon 
as they come on the air. Radio sta- 
tions all over the world are flooded 
with protests whenever a priest or 
preacher gets on the air. We all know 
what they have to offer—and we are 
not interested; so why waste more 
money on radio programs? In the 
newspapers every Saturday, from 
coast to coast, advertisements of dif- 
ferent churches appear, and what 
good does that do? Why waste more 
money on newspapers when it has 
been abundantly proved that it does 
the churches no good at all? 

A few days ago, in Oakland, Calif., 
having nothing more important to do, 
I wandered into a Baptist church. 
(No, the roof stayed up.) It happened 
to be “Lord’s Supper Day,” and, de- 
siring to witness the whole perform- 
ance, I stuck it out. The statement 
was made by the minister to those 
poor dupes, that in eating that little 
morsel of bread, and drinking that 
little sip of wine, they were actually 
eating the flesh and drinking the 
blood of a dead god, who, according 
to the traditions of the Christian 
church, was killed, mind you—God 
killed—some 2,000 years ago, by hu- 
man hands. 


As I sat there and watched that 
performance, my heart bled for the 
whole Christian church structure. I 
wanted to help it, but knew as well 
as anything that it would not allow 
me to help it. It likes those pagan 
and idolatrous superstitions too well. 
The task is hopeless. It will take a 
greater stress than the church labors 
under now to bring it to its senses— 
and that stress is coming. How the 
church can blame the American peo- 
ple for refusing to be interested in 
such tommyrot as that, I do not know. 
I knew, as I sat there, and so did

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The Blood of Gods 


My lead article in the June Ist 
issue of this Weekly, entitled ‘“‘The 
Blood of Gods,” created a lot of com- 
ment. It brought favorable letters 
from all over. Of course, there were 
some letters which were not favor- 
able, as the following quotations from 
one of these letters will show. The 
lady, a Mrs. Beverly in Atlanta, Ga., 
who, incidentally, is not a Student 
and does not know what we teach, 
says, in part: ‘ You can create a vio- 
lent upheaval in the form of your so- 
called religious freedom, but you are 
not only shattering the foundation of 
the religion that has withstood 
through the ages just such religious 
propaganda as yours, but you are also 
shaking the foundations of the very 
world of God-fearing Christians .. .” 
etc. 

Let me say here that while it is a 
fact that I am causing a religious 
upheaval, and while I am shaking the 
very foundations of the world relig- 
ious, I am doing that only because I 
believe these foundations are not se- 
cure. I am too big a man, I hope, to 
even deal with things religious from 
any other reason. My whole life is a 
surrendered life to God, as I believe, 
and have proved, that Great Spirit 
exists. I know that there is something 
radically wrong with the world. I also 
know that religion, as we have it to- 
day, is quite impotent to do anything 
to straighten the world out. It never 
has been able to do that, and, in its 
present form, it never will. 

I could take many exceptions to the 
lady’s letter, but I will only take issue 
with her on one point. She states that 
the Christian religion has withstood 
through the ages ... etc. That state- 
ment is not true. According to leaders 
of the Christian religion, it is about 
to pass out of the picture. The Metho- 
dists, the Baptists, and almost every 
other religious “faith” there is, know 
as well as I know that religion, as it 
exists today, cannot possibly endure. 
Even if it could, Pm asking of what 
use is it, when it cannot do one thing 
to either tell the world something def- 
inite about God, or to stop the spread 
of totalitarianism and paganism 
which are sweeping the world today. 
Do you mean to tell me that such in- 
human monsters as Hitler, Stalin, and 


Mussolini could have manifested on 
this earth if the religions had known 
anything about the Power of God? 
Certainly not. And when the Power of 
God, as we are bringing that Power 
to the earth, is known, you may de- 
pend upon it there will be none of 
these godless termites with their 
damnable instruments of destruction, 
destroying everything noble, just, 
pure, and right.

ception or Power of God. It is my 
job to bring that knowledge to the 
world, even in spite of the opposition 
of Christians, which opposition I 
fully expected and have had, as my 
older Students know. However, the 
whole thing may be summed up ina 
nutshell. This world needs God. God 
exists, and can straighten this world 
out. The Christian, and other relig- 
ions have been operating on the earth 
for thousands of years, and the con- 
dition of the world today speaks 
plainer than I can. It tells better than 
I could that there is not the faintest 
iota of Power which is God, either in 
the world or in any of the various 
religious systems operating today;

Certainly no system of religion today 
knows anything about such a Power. 
All they know anything about is a 
system of theology which their fath- 
ers taught them, and none of them 
have investigated to find out whether 
that system is original or whether 
its every fundamental is at the heart 
of many older systems of religion, 
which the Christian calls “pagan. 
I am not trying to shake the four- 
dations of the world, nor am I trymg 
to create any violent religious uP 
heaval. I am simply bringing the 
truth of religion and God to the 
world. Naturally the foundations of 
the world will be shaken, for to & 
change a false God for the True God 
is a staggering incident in time. Ye 
that is exactly what the “Psychiana 
Movement is doing.

everyone else in the room, that those 
pieces of bread were made by a baker 
the day before, and they certainly 
were not the “flesh of Jesus Christ” 
or of any other of the many crucified 
gods this world has had offered to it.

A Sorry Record 


“The cost of preparedness is going to 
put a tremendous strain on the coun- 
try’s financial resources. What has 
been asked in the way of appropria- 
tions for building up our military and 
naval defenses is but a small part of 
what we will have to spend. 

This new burden that we have to 
assume would be a formidable load 
even if this country were free of debt 
and operating on a balanced budget. 
But it is appalling when we have to 
add it on to the staggering obligations 
already incurred and when our na- 
tional revenues are falling over 3,- 
000,000,000 a year behind expendi- 
tures. 

Ordinary foresight should have im- 
pelled our government leadership to 
exercise greater prudence in the man- 
agement of the nation’s business that 
it might have been in a better posi- 
tion to meet this present situation. 

But, unfortunately, instead of pru- 
dently curtailing and conserving 
against this time of critical emergen- 
cy, government expenditures have 
been permitted to grow faster than 
income. In the 10 months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year, ended with April, 
revenue receipts were about $48,000,- 
000 more than for the same period a 
year ago, while general expenditures, 
other than for national defense, were 
$57,000,000 more. And defense ex- 
Penditures had increased from $955,- 
000,000 to $1,251,000,000. 

It is almost certain that on June 30

It is the opinion of counsel for “Psy- 
chiana” that the letter you wrote 
violates the statute prohibiting the 
sending of threatening letters through 
the U. S. mails. We have, therefore, 
this day turned your letter over to the 
department of justice for their at- 
tention.”

This vision of God was not 
given to me to hide away, and cer- 
tainly I am not afraid to bring it to 
the world, although it is one great 
big superhuman task to upset relig- 
ious traditions of the centuries. There 
is, however, a superhuman Power be- 
hind your writer, and that Power— 
the Power of the Spirit of God—is 
waiting the day when all may know 
just how easy it is to know the full- 
ness of the Power of God. That day 
cannot and will not dawn in the re- 
ligious realm just so long as religious 
organizations try to save the world by 
telling them that their “god”? was 
crucified on a cross for the sins of 
the world, many thousands of years 
ago.

Still the answers do not 
come. Still God is as silent as the 
tomb. The man is hopelessly lost and 
will stay lost until the Great Light 
of the Spirit of God is seen by him.
